Between Rails Is Impossible Because They Won’t Stand Jar 

of Wagons Crossing Tracks—Only Granite Blocks Used. 

HE paving with cobbles or granite blocks of the space between car tracks 
on streets paved with asphalt or bituminous macadam is causing com- 
plaint both from persons who drive and those who walk. They assert 

ihat the strip of cobbles or granite blocks through the middle of the smooth 
street is unsightly and that the cobbles at a crossing are apt to turn the ankles 


of pedestrians. 


Officials of the Street Department declare that for the tracks on certain 
streets the granite block is not only the best, but in fact the only available 


paving. 

“The ordinances compel the street car 
companies to pave with the same or a 
better material the space between their 
tracks and for a foot on either side,” 
Travilla, Office Superin-

“Granite is more expensive than any 
atreet paving.

square yard, while granite block costs 
$2.75 a square yard. 

“Granite block is the only paving that 
can be used between tracks at certain 
places. The wear on either side of a 
street car rail is very heavy. Heavily 
laden wagons cross the track and bump 
down on the paving beyond with shat- 


tering force. Then, too, as usually laid, 
the rails are not absolutely rigid. They 
These 


move slightly with the traffic. 
two agencies would keep asphalt con- 
’ gtantly worn out beside the rails. Then, 
too, the rails at certain places are 
quickly worn out. They flatten down at 
the joints and the life of the rail is very 
short. With granite block repairs can 
easily be made and the blocks replaced. 
If asphalt were ‘the paving used the en- 
tire asphalt kit of a paving company 
would have to be brought into service.- 


No Real Cobble Stones Used Here. 


“No real cobble stone paving is now 
in use in St. Louis. It is true that 
with wear granite blocks ‘cobble, 
that is, wear round at the edges and 
corners. Where a street is badly cob-

Srooved girder rail bedded in con- 
crete is in use.

possibie to have asphalt or any mas- 
tic paving come up close to a rail. A 
rut is worn by the wagons beside the 
rail in a few weeks and from this the 
trouble spreads to the entire street.”

ETTER paper !s for the most part 
square, that size being considered
